A 
glass screen sepa- 
rated the spectators from the 
judge, defendants and law- 
yers. The jury panel wm 
sworn in on the sixth floor of 
the San Francisco Hall of Jus- 
tice, three floors above the 
jury room, and only those ven- 


iremen actually being ques- 
tioned were allowed in the 
courtroom. 

The others watched the pro 
ceedings over closed-circuit 
television. 

Another closed-circuit tele- 
vision camera was trained on 
the spectators, a . procedure 
protested by the defense as “a 
blatant violation of the consti- 
tutional rights of the specta- 
tors and of the defendants.” 

The courtroom was beinc 
guarded by 19 sheriff's depu- 
ties as well as members of the 

squad department ’ s tactical 

Spectators were admitted 
only when carrying identifica- 
tion cards and then only after 
being searched.
